EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest a stent including all the limitations as recited in claim 
1, especially first and second expansion struts, each first and second expansion strut including 
a stair-step region at distal end thereof and a stair-step region at proximal end thereof, wherein 
each first and second expansion strut includes a straight segment between the stair-step region 
at distal end thereof and the stair-step region at proximal end thereof as recited in claim 1 . 
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Claims 1-2, 4, 6-10, 12-23 are allowed.
